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DETAILED ACTION 
Election/Restrictions 

1 . Restriction to one of the following inventions is required under 35 U.S. C. 121 : 

I. Claims 1-33 drawn to an atherectomy device, classified in class 606, subclass 
169. 

II. Claim 34, drawn to a method of performing atherectomy, classified in class 604, 
subclass 3 1 7. 

2. Groups I and II are related as product and process of use. The inventions can be shown 
to be distinct if either or both of the following can be shown: (1) the process for using the 
product as claimed can be practiced with another materially different product or (2) the product 
as claimed can be used in a materially different process of using that product (MPEP 

§ 806.05(h)). In the instant case the process for using can be used with a device that has only a 
PZE front face and that isn't fixedly attached to the tip rear face. 

3. Because these inventions are distinct for the reasons given above and have acquired a 
separate status in the art as shown by their different classification, restriction for examination 
purposes as indicated is proper. 

4. During a telephone conversation with John Wooldridge on July 15, 2002 a provisional 
election was made without traverse to prosecute the invention of an atherectomy, claims 1-33. 
Affirmation of this election must be made by applicant in replying to this Office action. Claim 
34 is withdrawn from further consideration by the examiner, 37 CFR 1 .142(b), as being drawn to 
a non-elected invention. 
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Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 



5. The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that form the 
basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(e) the invention was described in a patent granted on an application for patent by another filed in the United 
States before the invention thereof by the applicant for patent, or on an international application by another who 
has fulfilled the requirements of paragraphs (1), (2), and (4) of section 371(c) of this title before the invention 
thereof by the applicant for patent. 

The changes made to 35 U.S.C. 102(e) by the American Inventors Protection Act of 1999 
(AIPA) do not apply to the examination of this application as the application being examined 
was not (1) filed on or after November 29, 2000, or (2) voluntarily published under 35 U.S.C. 
122(b). Therefore, this application is examined under 35 U.S.C. 102(e) prior to the amendment 
by the AIPA (pre-AIPA 35 U.S.C. 102(e)). 

6. Claims 1-6, 13-23, 26 and 30-33 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(e) as being anticipated 
by Davison et al. (6387109). 



7. The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set forth in 
section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and the prior art are 
such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the invention was made to a person 
having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. Patentability shall not be negatived by the 
manner in which the invention was made. 

8. The factual inquiries set forth in Graham v. John Deere Co., 383 U.S. 1, 148 USPQ 459 
(1966), that are applied for establishing a background for determining obviousness under 35 
U.S.C. 103(a) are summarized as follows: 
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1 . Determining the scope and contents of the prior art. 

2. Ascertaining the differences between the prior art and the claims at issue. 

3. Resolving the level of ordinary skill in the pertinent art. 

4. Considering objective evidence present in the application indicating obviousness 
or nonobviousness. 

9. Claims 8-12 and 28 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over 
Davison et al. (6387109) in view of Castellano et al. (5606974 ) . 

Applicant discloses a conductive coating comprising a material consisting of silver, gold and 
conductive epoxies, connected to the electrical leads. Applicant also discloses a sheath for the 
device tip. Davison et al. discloses almost the same subject matter except it doesn't have a 
coating or a sheath. Castellano et al. discloses a catheter with ultrasonic device having surfaces 
of the transducer 1 08 being plated or coated with an electrically conductive coating such as 
gold, silver, or nickel to provide transducer excitation electrodes, which are connected to the 
electrical leads. Castellano et al. also discloses a sheath. Therefore, it would have been obvious 
to one having ordinary skill in the art at the time the invention was made to modify the device 
of Davison et al. such that it had a coating for the purpose of conduction and a sheath for 
protection as taught in Castellano et al. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

1 0. Claims 7, 24, 25, and 27 are objected to as being dependent upon a rejected base claim, 
but would be allowable if rewritten in independent form including all of the limitations of the 
base claim and any intervening claims. 

Conclusion 

1 1 . The prior art made of record and not relied upon is considered pertinent to applicant's 
disclosure. Webster Jr. (4576177).
